(Title Matters. 

Doubtless the information that the 
Attor.ioy General has undertaken to 
introduce into the Legislature a -Bill 
for supplying Victovia with good, 
wholesome water will »nvo proved 
highly uratilyin-; to that honorublo gon- 
tlomau'd coDBtituteotB. The impor- 
tance of an adeqaa.e supply of good 
■water h&s boon long and keenly felt ; 
ithaa been urged timo and ogam in 
these clumm; legislation thcrea-eet hue 
been attt-mpu d; bnt now tbat the Pre- 
mier has tukon tbo niatier in hand, tho 
nnmoroii« iriend« and advocates of ttm 
important reform must feel that its euc- 
co'S is assured. Trio oaoso iH in the 
right band! 1 ; and it ia moat, fitting and of 
good augury that the very first legisla- 
tive net of the senior member _ for this 
city should be the introduction of a 
"Water Tupply Bill. It w just posqblo 
that, however keenly the want may 
have been felt by ub all as a diroot local 
necessity, tbo public mind may not havo 
become fully alive to tho important 
bearing of this quesiion npon tho moro 
gfnerul and hypothetical interests of 
Victoria and, let it be added, of the 
Province at largo. It is both natural 
and proper that tho Eubject should be 
first considered Irotn tho more local nnd 
direct standpoint. Nor can Ub impor- 
tance easily bo overestimated whon re- 
garded in its moro restricted aspect. 
Few of ns fully realizo tho importance 
of an ample supply of good, wholesomo 
water. In its application to porsonal, 
domestic and civic useB, it way well 
bo regarded as underlying the health 
and happiness of tbo community ; wbilo, 
aa a means of extinguishing Are, the 
safety of property depends upon it. If, 
as a people, wo would worship nt tbo 
shriue of Mygeia it is essential thbt we 
shall have an abundant Bupply of good 
wholosomo ;vater, botLi for domostic 
and civio purposes, Leaving tho hy- 
gieuio branch of tho subject in tho hauds 
of moro soiontific men, let ua procood to 
consider what may be termed its more 
general and hypothetical bearings — those 
features which entitle it to bo regarded 
us a political question, demanding legie- 
tntive attention. Victoria is susceptible 
of being made one of the mest beau- 
• tilnl « and attractive, aa well as 
cne^ot the most healthy, cities in 
the world., Even cow it is spoken of {as 
'Beautiful Victoria,' by strangers who have 
visited i'. That a bountiful water supply, 
le cleanse sewers, lay dust, irrigate gardens 
Bed di«port through ornamental fountains, 
■would greatly tend to enance the honlthfo]- 
neas oeauty, aDd attractiveness of 
Victoria is a propo9iiion too self-evi- 
dent to require argument. The local 
advautugea of aueh a troosformation as 
■wedd result from the introduction of an 
abundant supply of good water most 
readi'v occur eveu to the most superfi- 
cial mind. But in what way can it be made 
to nppcar ibat tbo qnis'ioo poB8te»fB 
a Provkcia! importancil Vtolcria it the 
capiral ot the Pacifio Province; and, from 
its geoprnpbical position, it IB the first feature 
of the Province ttiat meets the eye, — the only 
fenluro that meets the eye of thousands, In 
this respect it is to British Columbia what the 
lece is to the body ; and it may not unfairly 
be iftken of an index to the heart— the whole. 
We nil know bow attractive ia a handsome 
face, and bow important nr.- first impressions 
To e»lch a glimpse of a beautiful countenance 
at once begets a desire to cultivate A closer 
acquaintance with the foitunate possessor. It 
fascinates the beholder. Its opposite repelB 
him. We see bow woman adorns berielf,— 
puts rings in her ears and ber hair into 
'• watei tails," in order that her lacial charms 
may be Bet off to the greatest advantag- ti 
attract admirers. And bo might British Co 
luinbin be presumed to 6et off to the greatest 
possible advantage the natural charms of her 
capital for the purpose of attracting popula- 
tion. Taking tbis view of the subject, 
tbe enliro Province bas an undoubted 
and two-told interest in possessing a hand- 
some face ;— in tbe first place, that it may 
enjoy the happy, Belt-complacent feeling wbieb 
jucli a possession usually begets, and in tbe 
second place, because of the good service it 
tauy be (airly presumed to perform in attract- 
ing population. It will scarcely be necessary 
to point out the fact that the present appears 
to be a most opportune lime for British Co- 
lu ijbi.i to put on her best face. Wo are upon 
tlie verge of a culrainutioT of influences and 
event?, so to speak, which will cause Victoria 
to be visited by hundreds whero she has 
been visited by tens in tbe past. Perhaps few 
ndrquatcly realize the full import to British 
Columbia of tbe Opening of railway commu- 
nication with its inevitable How of popula- 
tion, commerce and capital. Only let Victoria 
beautily and adorn herself and this Province 
will not tail to share, and that very largely in 
ho benefits ot tbo revolution about to take 
place on Puget Sound The question " What 
would constitute an ample water supply for 
Victoria ? " is one with which we bad no in» 
tetition of dealing at present i but our atten- 
tion liasjust been directed to an article in a 
loccl cotemporary which seems to call for a 
passing remark on this point. While fully 
concurring in the idea that tbo water work- 
should bo constructed with a reasonable re- 
gard to future requirements, we cannot ap- 
prove of such a grossly exaggerated estimato 
us is clearly calculfttedto " throw cold water " 
upon the whole enterprise. Wo have excellent 
authority lor saying that, in such calculations, 
it is usual to allow twenty gallons of water 
per bead per diem. We can discover no good 
reason, therefore, for writing it down ' one 
hundred gallons." But wo ore reminded that 
the introduction of a water supply does not 
wholly meet tho enso. A thorough syBtem of 
sewerage is indispensable ; and in viow of tb a 
necessity for undertaking works of such mag- 
itudo, not only will the city need the endorse- 
ment of tho Province in order that tbe neces- 
sary loan may bo negotiated upon advantage- 
ous terms, but an nmendtd Municipal Act 
•will be required. The present Act would 
nppenr to bo very faulty. Convoying arbi- 
trary and extreme powers in some matters, 
it leaves tho Council powerless in otherp,. It 
is not our present intention to point out these 
faults. Tri do so would be to trespass upon 
tbe patience ot the render. We are not awaie 
whether it ia tho intention of tbe Attorney- 
General to move in tho matter beyond that 
which immediately relates to water; but wo 
would respectfully urge upon the attention of 
those whose especial business it ia tbo im- 
portance of lltkiog such legislation as will 
covor tho whole case. There should bo no 
dilly-dallying. Tho need ia urgent and |iime 
Is short. Sti justice lo tho Legislature, any 
nicasuie of" the kind ought to bo introduced 
early and in tho moBt perfect condition attains 
able.

Tbo Mainland Guardian has had a "talk" 
with Mr Mobeily Distriot Engineer, and 
hern ii the result of it : — " Mr Moberlv, ao- 
companied by Mr Todd, M P P., for Koote- 
nay, travelled the Selkiik rooge in hopes of 
finding a practicable pass by Coldstream 
aud that vicinity, but he discovered that tho 
elevation by that ronlo was altogether too 
huh.

From 
all wbieh 1 have come to the conclusion, 
that the above railroad communication can

1. The Ar.'an Rapids between the .Main- 
land nnd Stuart Island. Their width is, 
according to u communication Irom Admiral 
Richards, 1000 feet, and they could thiren 
foio bo easily spanned by a suspension ruii- 
msd bridg-j. Tbo current is not violent, but, 
ne lar ob 1 recollect, tbo shores on botbeidee 
uro eloping, nnd 1 uui inclined to believe 
thut thu above span could 'be shortened by 
means ol two pier<, to perhaps 800 fast or 
even lef-s. At all cvonts there would be io 
ditlioulty other than the cojt, in biidgine. 
theeo straits. 

2. CulJoro ChaiiDel between Btunrt and 
ValJtz Islands. Tbe narrowest oro*sio» 
hero is, according to Admit ul Richards, 
2000 feet, The depth in tbo centie cl thu 
cnaijocl is 30 fathoms and mote, and the 
tide which rises I l)eli>vo some len feet (at 
tho head ol Bute Itdot tho spring tides mrtcb 
13 feat) is most irregular and rapid. There 
is a rook a littlo lurtlior up on tbe western 
aide o* the channel, but which, supposing a 
sui-penatou brnlgu lo be built, oould be ol i o 
further use than perhaps to fix storm cable's 
to i'. But lor pretest purposes I wool I ra 
place tbo sti?peusion bridge by a railroad 
terry, wbiob as the pass is uarrow acd the 
(ids as violent as at Arran Rapids, would 
require (on uccnuot of the flux and reflux) 
Ihe aid ol two strong wire topes cr cables. 
Ihe terry bostj which would be locg enougti 
to cany the locomotive and three passeo« 

1 gers cars, would be run between these, und 
be either Belt u c i i 1 1 1: , or il too unwieldy ba 
Worked by u paddle steam enmne bo'h vva>a 
without turoiog round. The r sa and full ol li- 
tide; would require a floating caisson at earh 
end, which would be sheltered by a col into 
'.bo shore, and to which iwo in -lined plai ea 
would be attached, so as to nee.-.tiii lull 
difierent heights. Small stationary engines 
might also possibly be required to work ihu 
trains up und down. 

3. We now come to S'ymour Narrows 
beiweun Valdez Island un.l Vanoouvar Is 
land. Tha narrowest crossing hern is a 
ittle helow iV'eizea Bay, and is put dowu 
by Adaiial Hiodaida at 2200 le ot. I'tie 
depth of the channel is over 50 lathoms 
v/nh a tide almost amoootiug to a rapid 
and te arc ly an intei val of sluck 
water, Suoh a strait can therefore on'y br 
crossed by u lospenaioo railroad budge, and 
'bough Ihe thing is undoubtedly leuBi'ile 
the undertakirg would bo ol Biioh mBgoituda 
aud eo expensive as to render it ra si ik, 
sirubio that it should bo deferred. Now, a 
mile above the narrow the widib of tne etrai- 
increases to a mile, wild and opening or 
harbor on Vuldez Inland, and a B'nall bty 
with safe uuchoraga on Vuocoever Ia'aud 
opposite; and again, about Bix miles above 
Meozies 15 iy, there is quite u large Inlet on 
Va'd.s Island, with a -mi l bay also corres- 
ponding opposite, The distance across is here 
is lolly a milo and u quarter, or three timea 
that at Ihe Narrows, and therefore with a 
much mure moderate curreit.

smaller and much more regular. 

By adopting the above p'an, the only 
bridge lo ha built would lo that over Art in 
Rapid*, while tlin two ferries wbieh would 
roplaea the other bridges, would with llnir 
appurtenooces cost probably less than SUK),- 
O00 -inetead of a million undo half sterling; 
at thesarao lime that there could bo no in, 
torruplion, or delay worth meolioniug, in re« 
garde tbe traffie; in Bhort the railroad oon 
utciion between Vancouver 1 - 1 a t. d and the 
.Mainland would thus be brought into a 
tangible and saiiaUc'.ory oliape.
